Background: A candidate for the state Legislature, the court of appeals, or a superior court
may file adeclaration of candidacy with either the Secretary of State, or the county auditor if
the district that the candidate is running is composed of voters from only one county.

Summary of Bill: A candidate for the state L egislature, the court of appeals, or a superior
court must file a declaration of candidacy, and pay the appropriate filing fee with the county
auditor if the district that the candidate is running is composed of voters from only one
county. Candidates for statewide office are required to file a declaration of candidacy and pay
filing fees to the Secretary of State.

Staff Summary of Public Testimony: PRO: Thisbill effects over 250 officesin an even
election year such asthisone. Multiple filing offices increases the risk for error. Thisbill
provides security and certainty for candidates, otherwise candidates would be in the dark
about who is running against them.
